In order to facilitate the business of this office, and simplify the 
correspondence with Teachers, Superintendents and District Secretaries, we 
invite their attention to the following suggestions: 


1. Reports. While we must insist as strenuously as ever on faithful and 
prompt Reports, statistical and written, it is proper to say, that such has 
been the large increase of our labors and correspondence, that we cannot, 

without special cause, acknowledge or reply to them. They are, however, 
just as necessary and will be just as highly prized, for on them we must 
mainly depend for information concerning the progress of our work. They 
will be carefully read, extracts made for the AMeRIcaNn Missionary as room 
can be found, and then filed fur future reference. Perhaps a substitute for 
individual replies,.may be found in an occasional communication through 
the columns of the Magazine. “4 

We would not, however, discourage any reference, to these Rooms, of 
questions or points of difficulty or difference, concerning which teachers 
may fail of gaining satisfaction from the local Superintendent. On the con- 
trary, we desire that there should be no reserve in communicating to us 
whatever is necessary to mutual understanding, confidence and co-operation. 


2. Requests. All requests for money must be made to the Assistant 
Treasurer. Blanks for your bills have been furnished on the same sheet 
with our Instructions. These should be filled up and enclosed with a 
written request for the exact sum you desire. You should also state, in 
the manner indicated, the amount or amounts, already received. Pay- 
ments of salary can be made, if needed, every month, though we have sup- 
posed that the three blanks, furnished to each teacher, would suffice for the 
school year. If you have not received them, or are now in want of them, 
they can be furnished on application to these Rooms. It is important 
that these suggestions should be heeded, to save confusion and ensure a 
prompt response to your request. 

All other. requests, e.g. for books, papers, — &e. ke, should be

them in his Monthly Report. ‘This will simplify very much and save our, 
labor, and ensure a more prompt attention to your wants. 

3. New Commissions. The Commissions of all our teachers expire with 
the beginning of the Summer vacation. The question of their renewal is 
one of much importance, both to themselves and us. _ As we should be wil. 
ling to employ those alone, who have proved themselves capable and faith- 
ful, hearty and self-sacrificing, in. their work, so only they should seek, or 
be willing to receive a re-appointment, who can conscientiously lay claim 
tosuch arecord. This indicates our two great wants ; lst, such teachers, 
and 2nd, our ability to find and commission only such. We hope to draw 
largely from those now in the field, and we avail ourselves of the present 
opportunity to indicate two conditions we shall bear in mind in our future 
selections. | | 

(1.) Those only will receive new Commissions for the ensuing year, of 
whom we have satisfactory evidence of past earnestness, fidelity and success © 
in their work, prosecuted with self-denying zeal, and harmonious co-opera- 
tion with others engaged in the same cause. Ours is a missionary work 
and none should be employed who are not richly imbued*with a missionary 
spirit. If such receive re-appointment it will be a mistake, and because 
we are deceived. Ofcourse the endorsement of your application by the 
local Superintendent will be quite desirable, if not essential. 

(2.) It will have a good deal of influence, in deciding the question of your 
re-appointment, whether or not your support can be wholly or in part 
pledged by your church or congregation at home, or by some society or 
individual, interested in yourself or the cause. Forreasons, stated in our 
Circular to applicants, it is deemed a matter of prime importance, that the 
friends of the Freedmen, as far as practicable should have their representa- 
tives on the field, laboring for, supported by, and reporting to them as 
they engage in this great work of mutual interest and obligation. We have 
now reached that stage of our work when the novelty and fresh enthusiasm 
of its early movements must give place to the calm and well considered pur- 
pose, ‘the sober second thought” of the pious, philanthropic and patriotic, 
on whose patronage we must rely. How to secure and retain their prompt 
and steady support is one of the great practical problems of our enterprise. 


This our teachers and missionaries must aid us to solve. Upon them there 
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
